EXPLOSION IN CHINESE 


COAL MINE RESULTS IN 


DEATH OF FOUR HUNDRED

fire in the Tong-Ghan coal mine 
in Chi-Ll province, tilled up- 
ward of -100 Chinese laborers on 
last Thursday, but news of the 
ncciflent reached here only Wed- 
nesday. There were 119 surviv- 
ors. 


An official report pluees the 
dead at -422.

employes for rescue work. Grief 
strk-Uen crowds surrounded the 


mine, carrying off the victims as 
they were brought out.

Generally they'indicate .the main direction of 
parry policy, leaving details to legislative and ad- 
ministrative bodies. 


The candidate, however, is not enjoined by

He elaborates 


the ideas set forth in the platform, and often 
supplements them with declarations of his own. 
Therefore the voter who follows political mat- 
ters sets Hie basis for his reading from the plat- 
forms and watches the candidates' reactions to 
the platforms as displayed from the stump. 


John .1. Elaine's Boscobel address may-be 


taken as the mam text of his campaign. It draws 
its subjects from three platforms: the La Fol- 
lettc platform, the Nonpartisan platform and the 
republican platform. 
In discussing it we may 


eliminate its references to federal questions with 
•which a governor has nothing to do. 


Blaine advocates better paid farming and 


cheaper farm products. He would accomplish 
this seemingly paradoxical end by -the direct 
movement from farm to consumer,, eliminating 
shipments which retrace themselves; by the cre- 
ation of storage facilities; by the doing away 
•with unnecessary middlemen and brokers who 
as go-betweens take successive profits out of the 
food trade. He would make the marketing com- 
mission a broadened and better financed agency 
to this end, and would encourage co-operation 
of farmers and of consumers, and between the 
two. His outline of 'the processes of law by 
•which he -would work oat this complex and thus 
far unsolved problem is not specific.enough to 
warrant definite expression- as - to .whether they 
xvonld work, bnt the "specific" in government is 
as rare as in medicine,. Probably Blaine went as 
far as he coald feel his way a$id stopped. 
No 


doubt best results require a broad delegation of 
authority to-governmental agencies charged with 
working out these problems step by step, and it 
is improbable that much progress can be made, 
without encountering constitutional barriers 
vrhich the public may find it wants removed. 


In our judgment the great demand unVier- 


HHng the farm program is the creation of condi- 
tions which shall make farming inviting and 
farm ownership accessible to men of limited 
means. We are on our Roman way from the 
land to the cities, and idle soil feeds nobody. 
Scarcity and high prices will increase rather 
Ihan diminish unless we can turn the young men, 
back to the field and dairy.

In taxation Blaine would establish what he 


deems a fair ratio between property aud income, 
taxation, tending toward increase of the latter. 
He would increase exemptions under the income 
lax In offset the increased cost of living.-. Hrx 
would divert inheritance taxes, increased in 
amount, to a fund to care for the increased de- 
mands of education. He seems to leave the im- 
pression that by the latter move the taxpayers 


' vould be saved something. Of course this is 


true only lo whatever extent the inheritance 
taxes have been wasted in the past, but any prac- 
tical shift of allotment which will "give us more 
money for education is worth •considering. 
We 


must have wider diffusion of the advantages of 
education, and we must pay for it. 


Probably the tax proposal which will awake 


the widest discussion is Elaine's suggestion that 
new specific tax burdens be met by surtax levies 
similar to that by which the soldiers' bonus was 
raised. Much opposition to the bonus law was 
based upon the fear that a precedent thus estab- 
' lislied and affirmed by the courts would lead to 


a funeral practice. Blaine defends his idea by 
ursiug that it takes its funds from those best able 
lo pay. 


, 
Blaine has outlined a rather specific taxation 


progr-uru. Naturally, it will not be favored by 
the classes upon whom its burdens will fall most 
heavily, but it bids strongly for popular support 
because more voters will profit by it than will 
. be hit by it.
